The Jacksonville State Hos­ 
pital hertofore h a s always bought 
its hominy because it has never had 
co rn enough from its own fields to 
supply even the live stock. This year 
patients went corn husking for the 
fa rm e rs nearby a n d the State was 
p a id in corn at th e rate of six cents 
p e r bushel.
